But the recent des-
patches would seem to indicate the approach
of anew orisis In tho relations of the two
grest German powers Prusasia to.day is as
much distrusted ns France was three years
sge. However legitimate may be her aspira-
tioné as the loader of Germany; however cau-
tious her policy of territorial revision, she lies
under the disadvantage of being suspected.
The oonsolidated northérn monarchy is
“penon'"—precisely In the senss, and with the
qualifientions, that the “‘empire’ in France s
M (Consolidation in Notthern Germany
w as nchisved with such marvellous speed, and
such unequivoeal sucvess, that it seemad ag if
tho battle of Sadowa gave assurance to Eo-
rope—=so declsive did it appear in its results.
The *‘empire’’ in France was so entirely the
oreation of an individual; the pretensions of
that individual were apparently sustained by

will not here aesum to &it in jud gment onthe
rival factionigts, preferring to speak of what
should be rather than of what may snd pro-
bablg will be, %, ;
Virginia is naturally—by pﬂﬁll’ﬂl and by
the tradition of nearly a century—na Siate of
strong Unlon proclivities.  Were sha other-
wise, hor sofl would bo no fit abiding place for
the bones of Washington, of Madison, and o
Marshall, She has the most obvions reasons
for choosing to bs a central rather than a
border State, and to have a large portion of
the products of the Great Valley take the
shortest and quickest way to the ocenn noross
her territory, rather than to seo it meander to
the seabonrd by Baltimore, New York, or New
Orleans. The madness nduced by slavery
and rebellion swarved her temporarily from
her balasoes; but the culpable folly of 1561 and
its terrible consequences are likely to be held
evermore in burning remembraunce by her
people. Bhe i3 far less likely to err again
than though ghe had always been loyal. We
vonfidently assert that there is far more of the
sgcession virus to-day in the blood of Mary-
land or of Kentuoky than in that of the Old
Dominion.
B Virginia eminently needs peace. Her entire
ared has besn overcome and devastated; her
buildings, fences, bridges, eto., burmed; her
cattle devoured, and her population more than
decimated, by civil war.  Wae estimate that at
least a full tenth of her white men and boys

go overwhelming & majority of the people of
Franoe, that the usual vague declarations of
“poace’’ from the lm]mrhflipd used to thrill
and delight the stookjobbers as if they were
guperhuman decrees, against whioh all outside
ambition or international combinations must
necessnrily be powerless.

The sure test of time has been applied in
bgth onses. Cmsarism in France has long
been distrusted as an ney of peace. It was
distrusted when the Italinn war for the Lom-
bardo-Venitian principalities broke ount. It
was distrusted whoen the issue of the German
war was made a pretext for attempting the
annexation of Luxemburg to Franoe, It was dis-
trusted almost from the commencement of the
ill-fated Mexiean expedition. It has been dis-
trusted throughout the progress of this great
Exposition of ludustry. People are lpoking
for pemce. The greal masses of those who
make up the wealth of nations are longing
and praying for Ypeace.” But thus far the
revised “Hmpire” in France has been war,
Aud the Imperial policy to-day is distrusted
from one end of Earope to the other.

Prussia is not following the teachings of the
second “'Empire.” But Prussia, in assuamiog
to be the leader in the establishment of a con-
golidated German power, Las had to fall back
upon the foree and resoluteness of one man’s
will. Bismark is the exponent of a spevies of
Cmwsarism, He belleves in the virtue of &
atropg military force. He is willing enough
to work with the people as long as they work
with him, He belisves in popular govern-
ment as far as it does not contliet with his
policy and his personal ambition, He has
recommended the convening of a constitu-
tionally elected Parlisment; but im cases of
emergency he has found it expedient to pget
along as well as he could without the for-
mality of parliamentary votes. He has been
a steady asvuoaw of pence; but events caused
him to figure twelve months ago as the politi-
cal director in a war which turned Karope |
upside down. In short, the kind of constitu-
tional government, the kind of consolidation, |
tbe kind, of peace that the two controlling |
minds in France and Germany would esta- |
blish, are those which de}mnd primarily
upon military force, “War"” with both of
them takes precedence. It is the centre and |
pivot to their policy. And we should like to
see it illustrated how far Europe has progressed
under this system towards a pacific settiement
sinoce the ** Thirty Years' War.'” The greatest

We Americans would
certainly set & very poor example,
religionsly predispesed to a littls blood-letting,
Wae like a good dis{»!uy of military foroe. And

Central Europe is passing’

betweon fifteen and fifty years of age on the
day of her insane secession lave perished in
battle or hospital, and that an egual number
are ¢rippled or disabled for life by diseases
resulting from the privations, exposnres, and
Lardships of eampaigning, While her natural
resources of every kind are immense, her pro-
gent dearth alike of wealth and musole will
long keap her poor and insflicient. Ten times
her present moneyed ocapital or movable
wealth, with five times her presant popula-
tion, would find profitable employment within
her Hmits—far more profitable than oan now
be obtained for what s!ne aotually has,

When we pray for pence, we do not mean
abject submission to her unhorsed chivalry on
the oné hand, nor the unchecked domination
ol her umnucipnw] and enfranchised blacks on
the other. The peave we plead for will con-
vede to the blacks every right and reliove the
ex-Rebels from every disability. Virginia has
urgent need of the wisdom and energy of all
her sons.

We plead, then, with the Convention about
to asgemble at Richmoud for peace—not that
poace which is wrought by irresistible power
acting upon abject helplessness, bat that which
flows from mutual consclonsness of reciprooal
need. A protracted struoggle between the
whites and the blacks of Virginia is fraught
with incaleculable damage to both classes, to
their State, and to the country.

And there is no decent pretext for any far-
ther struggle at all. The Reconstruction acts
and their enforcement have effaced every
reason for one. The freedom of the blacks is
secured by their enfranchisement, Henoa-
forth they can only be reduced toa second
vassalage throngh their own apathy, heed-
lessness, or treachery. And they are neither
apathetic nor false to themselyves, nor ave they
likely to be.

What wesnsk, then, of the approaching Con-
vention is the proclamation ol a peace which
ghall be no mockery, no snare, no transient
illugion, but hearty, general, abiding. We
want a peace that will increase the market
value of every Virginian's property and labor,

Fallure of the Unadilla Bank—Rotten-
ness of the National Bank Systom.

From the Worid.

[inadilla is a village on the Susquehanna, in
the southern part of Otsego county, The
bank there is a sample of similar banks
organized (or reorganized) under the new
national system, looated in rural villages and
small interior cities all over tha country.
What Jas ocourred at Unadilla may ooccur in
any other place where one of these national
banks is located, which proves that there is
no security in the system. What has ecourred

at Unadilla is likely to ocour in hundreds of
other places, inasmuch as in this era of hazard-

| ous speculation and fast living, other banks

The English Reform Bill.

After having passed through some strange

and stirring scenes and weathered many a |

stormy night, the Tory reform bill has at
length found its way to and been read a second
time in the House of Lords. It amounts
almost to an absolute certainty that the bill
will have passed into law before the com-
mencement of the antumnal recess, and that
lords and honorable gentlemen, if they do not
fiud themselves at onve amid the agonies of a
general election, will go to their shootiog
quarters to ruminate upon the possible ohar-
acter of the new and somewhat donbiful era
npon which their conntry has entered. The
| Isurels which the Whigs sinoe 1532 have, with
| all the pride and jealousy of a long dominant
party, claimed as their owp, have been skil-
fully taken from them, and the Tories for the
next fifty years will bn honorably spoken of
us the reformers of 158467,

The extent of the changes which this bill
will introduce ig a8 yet butimperfectly known.
That it amounts practically to a revolution,
| few will attempt to deny. The addition of
| half & million of voters to the slectorsl roll
from classes some of whom liave hitherto been
totally uurepresented, cannot fall to bring the
machine of Government more immediately
uuder the control of the popular will. It will
be strange if the Inoreased rapidity ‘of motion
on the part of the Government do not at onoa
startle and nnnoy many who have besn acous-
tomed to and contented with the laggard
movements of former times,

The aristocracy of England have aoted wiseoly
and well in yielding gracefully and intime, By
acting as they have done they have not only
added to the clalms which they already have
upon the peopls, but have serured for them-
selves a lense of power which will continue at
least during the lives of the present gensra-
tion, 'I'le{mnnr of this movement is due less
10 the town aristooracy themsalves than to the
mian whom, willingly or unwillingly, they
recognize as their ohief. England las been
naved from revolution, not by the learning and
expurience of & Derby, nor by the wisdom of a
Hlanley, but by the genios of Benjamin Dis-

riell. Whatever else may be said for or
agalnst this man, this at least must be admit-
ted—that be embodies in his individual person
most of the dominant qualities revealed by his
race, from Moges to Jtulu Isgariot. Had suoh
# man, and not M. Guizot, bean the Minister

of Lonis Philippe in February of 1848, the

whole batch of Schueiders and Rouhers and

and their wanagers are exposed to precisely
the same temptations to which the offizers of
the Unadilla Bank sucoumbed, The collapse
of the Unadilla Bank, though the latest, is by
no means a solitary instance of the breaking
of a national bank, A similar failure has just
oocurred at Weedsport, in the western part
of this Blate, Another recent instance is the
failure of the Newton National Bank in Massa-
chugetts. Such failures have been frequently
reported since the begioning of the year; that
at New Orleans having attracted more atten-
tion than amy of the others in con-
sequence of the bank holding large deposits of
Government funds.

The liabilities of the Unadilla Bank are
#200,000; its assets are represented to be very
inconsiderable, the property of the bank hav-
iug been gambled away in mining and pro-
duce speculations. It is a repetition of the
story told in connection with all the previous
failures. The officers were smitten with the

revalent passion for acquiring sudden riches
¥ speculation, and their sanguine and too
eredulons expectations tempted them into
extravagant expenses. The source of this
rottenness inheres in the national bank sys-
tem, which presents temptations too power-
ful for sanguine men to resist, and affords
no adequate safegnard to the stockholders
und ereditors of the banks. It is a system
which stands on no solid or stable standard
of value. All expericnce asttests that there
can be no suuu:\ banking system which
does mot rest on & iegu.f obligation by
the banks to meet their liabilities by pay-
ment of the precious metals. Our national
banks issue paper which they are required to
redeem only in other paper; that other paper
being subject to daily fluctuations of value,
Now astate of things in which there isno
stability in values, in which the currency and
business of the conntry are constantly Lossing
like & rafl upon the waves, infects all men
who can command money or oradit with the
pasgion for gpeculation. Whan values are
settled, or pass only through gradoal
and easily predicted chaoges, men are
not tempted to toss property rapidly from
hand to band in hope of gain or dread of loss,
Of thiz gpirit of speculation which has seized
the business men of the country, the national
bunks are the foous as well as the origin,
Heavy speculators are in constant need of
bank accommodations, and sharp-eyed bank
officers have no diffioulty in diving into the
business of their customers, Bank officers

have therefore easy mesns of gain-
ing & prompt acquaintance with every
promiiging speculation, and ean bacoma par-
ties Lo any they please in exchange for psou-
niary facilities which such oficers oan ;ui--.lrd.
All the chisf speculative projects thus passing
under the ingpection of thess bauk offivers,
they are exposed to temptations which ordi-
nary human natore is not strong enough to
resist. Doubtloss the officers of many of the
nationnl banks have grown rich by speca-
lations; sometimes by thelr sagacily, soms-
times by mere lnok, Opp point is not that
none of the national banks are solvent, but
thit the community have mo means of know-
ing which to trust. The svstem is evidently

| & bad one, since a bank ghould be in all re-

spects the very opposite of alottery, A bank-
ing system ghould be Atted to inspire rm_d to
deserve confidenes, by exempting its oreditors
from hazard. A vast afilliation of organized
speculators, who dally risk other men’s money
in doubtful adventures, doss not deserve,
snd canvot long retain, the conddence of the
country. :
Kven if these institutions oonfined them-
selves to thelr regular bnsiness, they are an
organized means of flescing the mmmunitiy.

When the

national banks thus exchange notes with their

customers, giving their own notes withont

interest for the notes of their onstomers with,

they are limited, it {8 troe, to the issue of stch

notés as thay have d ited bonds for in the

Currency Bureau at Washington. But those

deposited bonds yield the bank recisely the

same income that similar bonds do to private
holders. The banks are no more entitled to a
bonus from the community for owning \hia

kind of property than are the imnumerable
other owners of the same kind of bonds, Bat
while other holders of bonds are content to
get 8ix per cent., the hanks received thirtesn
—gix from the Government and seven from
the community, or rather the whole thirteen
from the latter, the Government being merely
an agent for colleoting the six per cent, from
the community,

When men perfectly solvent and in
oredit pay the banks for & mere exohange of
credit, it seems a still greater absurdity if we
fiud out, a8 we do in the case of the broken
Lanks; that the credit thus advantageonsly ex-
¢hanged was really good for nothing. A man
exchanges his own solid oredit against that of
an ingolvent bank, and pays seven per cent, for
the differénce ! And the enabling of our oiti-
2ens to do this is the inoaleulable blessing be
stowed upon them by the creation of the na-
tiona) bank system !

It may be said that although the system may
ruin the depositors and fleece the customers
of the national banks, it nevertheless per-
feotly secures the bill-holders. But even this
is not entirely true, although it must be con-
vedsd that by borrowing this feature of the
New York banking system, which it sup-
planted, it gives as good security as holders of
the notes of broken banks can ever expeot,
When there comes a general crash of these
unsafe institutions, and scores of them are
compelled to wind up at the same time, so
many of the depogited bonds will be thrown
upon the market that, in a forced sale, their
price will sink to a low figure, and speculators
will reap & rich harvest at the expense of the
bill-holders. Even when these rotten con-
cerns break one by one, the bill-holders are not
completely protected. New York mechanics
and working-women who happen to be paid
their wages on Saturday night in notes of
the Unsdilla Bank, will ﬁu'!i to-day that the
grocers and butchers are not willing to take
them, and poor people who live from hand
to mouth may be put to shifts to supply their
tables doring th e week.
